of waiting for them, Denmark was 
not involved in thin dispute. It was 
not her territorial waters that had- 
been inined, There was no justifica- 
tion for this invasion, Denmark — Is 
one of those clean, healthy  coun- 
tries where freedom — reigns,. where 
even royalty assumes a democratic 
form. It is the land of Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen, dearly loved by all 
tittle children for his fairy tales, of 
Thorwaldsen, the ‘greatest of Danish 


sculptor of Grundtwig, the great 
poet philosopher and drewner, and 
the designer of —Denm % famous 


folk high schools, of Kirkeganrd, the 
theologian and philosopher as well 
a Niels Bolrs, the physicist, Nobel 
prize Winner and the teacher of other 
Nobel prize winne 

It in a splendid record of achieve- 
ment that we find as we unfold the 
pages of Dunish history during the 
pust 100 years and we are particu. 
larly interested in the fate of Den- 
mark, atimental as well as strate. 
sons, since sa much of what 
howas originally Danish. The 


poet 


unpbell was quite right when 
he sang of the Danes: “Ye are 
brothers, Ye are omen.” ‘Then it 


cannot be forgotten that one of the 
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most gracious of. English Queens — 
Alexandra—was from Denmark. 

There is something essentially 
English about Denmark, or something 
essentinily Danish anbout England. 
Were it not for the lynguage St 
would be extremely diMicult to feel 
that Denmark was a forelgn country, 
se close is the relatlonship. Den- 
mark hos known German Invaston 
before. When Bismarck ordered his 
troops to advance and demand Sch- 
leswig in 1864, there was great sore 
row for the Inhabitants of that state 
were perfectly happy under Danish 
rule but then as now the big bat- 
tullons decided the issue, 

It was Dalgas who said to u great 
audience after the rape of Schleswig: 
“We must cultivate more fntenslve-. 
ly that which is left. We must win 
from within what we have — lost,

without.’ He did nat- mean only in 
un agricultural sense though — that 
was hnportant; what he implied was 
the deepening and the enriching of 
the Danish spirit. 


The Contrast 


ft is impossible to conceive any 
greater contrast than that between 
the simple. clean, wholesome way of 
life of Denmark, and the -brusque, 
harsh, conceited manner of the Prus- 
sian. ‘There is Uterally nothing in 
common between the unsophisticat- 
ed, spiritual outlook of the aver- 
age Dane and the sinister, evil and 
sudisti¢ character of the German 
Gestapo and its concentration camps, 


which will prestunably follow = in 
the wake of the German urmy of 
vccupation, Already lists have been 


prepared as they were months before 
in Polund of those known to sym- 
pathise and of those Isnown to be 
bitter opponents. Germany — does 
not carry out these acts of aggres- 
sion without months of preparation, 
The whole operation was done so 
inethodically that It guve clear evid- 
ence of plans carefully prepared long 
before hand. : 

What Is the character of this coun- 
try? It is a country that could not 
be prosperous except in the, hands of 
a god-fearing people, who were sober 
and industrious, for nature {s nig- 
gardly. It requires unremitting tojl 
and cureful co-operation to wring 
(rom the land a reasonable living. 

Other countries ‘talk ubout Co- 
operatives; Denmark has had them 
for many years and has through them 
raised the standard of her products 
—butter, eggs and bacon far higher” 
than that ever attained in Germany, 


Spirit of Denmark 


The fine churucter of the Dunes 
is reflected in the high quality of 
Danish products. If it is asked by 
what means the Danes have reached 
this high level of life, the answer 1s 
found in the Inspiration that she has 
gained through her Church and also 
tnrough her folie high schools which 
owe their existence as we have sald 
to Grundtvig. It ds in these that the 
true splrit of Denmark js found. 
They are the universities of the pea- 
sunt who feels, after four or five 
years’ work on the farm, the need for 
some explanation of the world he 
lives in and wants that explanation 
from intelligent and earnest teachers. 
Into these schools he goes for five 
months and lives in simple frugal 
style with his fellows from other 
parts of Denmark and under the 
best teachers he learns something of 
the history, literature and music of 
his country and something of its 
political and economic structure, His 
mind .is enlarged; he. learns to co- 
operate with his fellow students in 
debates, in dramatic productions and 
in excursions, He sees the high 
moral standard of the home ‘life of 
the headmaster, and also learns that 
his knowledge js practicat too, forhe 
sees that ‘the little farm attached to 
the. school houses Is managed better 
than his own.. Still he does not at- 
tend this school to get farming know- 
ledge; he seeks other kinds of know- 
ledge. “I understand what you say 
quite well” said one of these young 
men to Kristen Kold, the headmoster, 
“and it is so good, but I cannot re- 
member it.” “Never mind,” said 
the great teacher, “If you put drains 
in your ficld you must mark the line,

Are we to witness the enslave- 
ment of onother nation, the with- 
drawal of its wealth to feed the 
starving German people. Only the 


other day a letter from Hamburg 
was intercepted which said: “The 
children never have enough to cat, 
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Denmark To-Day- ~~ — 
-+»Sweden To-morrow 


but they are not allowed to “grum- 
ble.” Are the cattle to be sent into 
Germany and the objectors to a con~ 
ventration camp? Is Esjberg to be 
used as a submarine base? What 
happens to the. King? Truly the 
future is blnck for Denmark since 
her life, ke that of Norway, de- 
pends on her trade. . 

There Is, however, another angle 
from Which we may took at this 
latest example of Germuny’s cyni- 
en! disregard of the rights of others. 
The Bultle is like the U tube which 
we use in Chemistry which con- 
thing a certain acid. If another acid 
is put Into the right arm, then it 
will drive the other up the left arm, 
much higher than it was before. Nazi 
Influence has been pressed down 
from Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia, 
and now It ascends up through Den- 
mark and Scandinavia not only to 
threaten the Allies, but to occupy a 
strategic position opposite Russia, 

It Is from that point of view the 
position is very serious for Denmark 
und Scandinavia, since Germany will 
be loath to relinquish such a strate- 
gic'polnt as this affords for launch- 
ing an attack im the future against 
w traditional enemy, 


Military Prestige 


Germany has of course felt sore ever 
since she was driven from the Baltic; 
now she feels that her military 
prestige has been restored, though 
ut-the expense of one of those char- 
acteristic Yapses from honour: for 
which she is so distinguished. She 
is in military occupation of Denmark 


and the Danes will be permitted to} 


follow their normal routine provid- 
ed they are obedient. Trade, how- 
ever, is ulready disorganised, people 
ure facing poverty, their sense of de- 
cency has been outraged and,. natur- 
ally, some—more spirited thin others 
-- will show that resentment by a 
murder here, sabotage there and by 
refusal to hand over supplies, This 
will fend to necusations, repressive
